Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Governors 

TO  THE  SUBSCRIBERS. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Board  of  Governors  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  the 
Annual  Report  and  the  Statement  of  Accounts  in  connection  with  the 
Hospital  for  the  fifth  year,  which  ended  on  30th  September,  1926. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  anxious  one  for  the  Institution,  but 
notwithstanding  our  anxieties  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  has  been  carried  on  satisfactorily. 


PATIENTS. 

The  number  of  in-patients  during  the  year  was  175.  138 

operations  were  performed,  70  major  and  68  minor.  The  following

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The  Board  regret  to  have  to  repeat  what  they  stated  last 
year,  viz.,  that  a  number  of  the  patients  who  were  treated  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  were  well  able  to  make  a  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the 
Institution,  but  failed  to  do  so.  The  contributions  from  patients  during  the 
year  were  very  disappointing.  There  seems  to  be  an  impression  that  all 
that  is  required  of  a  patient  is  to  obtain  a  subscriber’s  note.  Inasmuch  as  the 
average  cost  per  patient  to  the  Hospital  last  year  was  £8  5s.  0d.,  it  would 
be  but  a  small  token  of  gratitude  for  those  patients  who  could  have  afforded 
to  do  so  to  have  made  a  contribution  towards  this  cost.  It  must  be  realised 
that  the  Hospital  is  not  a  Charity  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  State, 
but  is  a  Nursing  Home  maintained  by  the  voluntary  effort  of  a  generous 
public.  The  Board  readily  appreciate  that  there  are  a  number  of  cases  in 
which  the  patients  cannot  make  a  contribution  except  at  a  great  sacrifice. 
In  several  of  these  cases,  however,  a  sacrifice  was  made  and  some  little 
contribution  was  handed  over.  It  is  a  curious  fact  that  these  people  are  far 
more  grateful  for  the  treatment  which  they  have  received  in  Hospital  than 
those  referred  to  in  the  earlier  portion  of  this  paragraph.  The  Statement 
of  Accounts  of  the  Hospital  for  the  past  year  shows  an  excess  of 
expenditure  over  income  of  £260.  This  is  most  unfortunate,  and  unless 
sufficient  funds  can  be  raised  each  year  by  voluntary  contributions  to  meet 
the  necessary  annual  expenditure  of  the  Hospital,  a  scheme  for  contribution 
by  every  patient,  other  than  the  really  poor  and  those  who  contribute  through 
a  recognised  organisation  such  as  the  Workmen’ s  Fund,  will  have  to  be 
adopted.  A  scheme  of  the  nature  indicated  has  recently  been  adopted  in 
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other  Hospitals  in  the  County.  It  is  hoped  by  the  Board  that  these  remarks 
will  receive  the  attention  of  patients  and  that  it  will  not  become  necessary 
to  inaugurate  a  compulsory  payment  scheme  at  Chepstow. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  Board  desire  to  take  this  opportunity  of  placing  on  record 
the  deep  debt  of  gratitude  which  they  and  the  patients  are  under  to  the 
members  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  for  the  very  valuable  and  kind 
services  rendered  by  them  throughout  the  past  year.  No  Hospital  is  better 
served  in  this  respect  than  the  Chepstow  and  District  Hospital.  It  has 
been  a  great  pleasure  to  the  members  of  the  Board  to  hear  the  many 
expressions  of  appreciation  which  have  been  made  by  Patients  in  the 
Hospital  with  regard  to  the  kind  care  and  attention  which  they  have  received 
at  the  hands  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 


NURSING  STAFF. 


We  can  truly  speak  of  our  Nursing  Staff  in  similar  terms  to 
those  expressed  with  reference  to  the  Medical  Staff.  Our  grateful  thanks 
are  accorded  to  our  excellent  Matron  and  to  the  members  of  her  Nursing 
Staff  for  their  kind  and  sympathetic  attention  at  all  times,  frequently  under 
difficult  circumstances,  to  the  Patients.  Several  patients  have  stated  that 
they  have  received  kinder  personal  attention  in  our  Hospital  than  is  received 
in  Nursing  Homes,  which  speaks  volumes  for  the  treatment  they  have 
received. 
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DOMESTIC  STAFF. 


The  Board  also  desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  the  Steward  and  to  the  members  of  the  Domestic  Staff  of  the 
Hospital  for  their  loyal  services  throughout  the  year  which  have  been  very 
satisfactory. 


FINANCIAL  POSITION. 

A  statement  of  the  income  received  and  of  the  expenditure 
incurred  during  the  year,  as  well  as  a  Balance  Sheet  as  at  30th  September, 
1926,  is  presented  herewith. 


The  expenditure  of  the  Hospital  is  less  than  the  preceding 
year  by  nearly  £200.  The  income  shows  an  increase  of  £30  over  last 
year. 
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The  receipts  from  subscribers  are  disappointing.  There  are  only 
99  individual  subscribers  in  the  whole  of  the  Hospital  district  apart  from 
those  who  subscribe  through  an  organisation.  This  number  ought  to  be 
increased  considerably  and  an  appeal  is  made  to  those  who  have  not  already 
subscribed  to  become  annual  subscribers.  It  is  the  duty  of  everyone  to 
subscribe  to  an  Institution  for  the  alleviation  of  illness  and  suffering.  It  is 
the  best  form  of  thankoffering  which  can  be  made  for  having  been  spared 
from  illness  oneself. 

The  contributions  from  some  of  the  Parishes  have  been  very 
encouraging  to  the  Board  whilst  other  Parishes  have  made  no  effort  to  help 
us.  In  our  next  Annual  Report  we  hope  to  include  a  statement  showing 
the  contributions  received  from  each  parish. 

The  Board  desire  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  Honorary 
Auditors  for  the  very  excellent  and  interesting  manner  in  which  they  have 
prepared  and  presented  the  accounts. 

The  result  of  last  year’s  Fete  in  the  Castle  is  most  satisfactory 
especially  having  regard  to  the  unfortunate  period  of  trade  depression 
through  which  we  passed.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  amount  has  been 
credited  to  our  Capital  Account  and  applied  in  reduction  of  the  debt  on  our 
Building  Account  in  accordance  with  our  usual  practice.  Other  satisfactory 
features  are  the  amounts  raised  by  the  Hospital  Ball  and  by  the  Whist 
Drives.  We  are  very  grateful  to  the  various  organisers  and  helpers  at  all 
these  functions,  and  also  to  all  those  who  have  supported  them  in  various  ways. 

LINEN  GUILD. 

« 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  substantial  progress 
has  been  made  by  the  Linen  Guild.  Mrs.  Dewe  has  kindly  undertaken  the 
duties  of  Honorary  Secretary  and  has  accomplished  excellent  results  in  a 
short  period.  This  is  a  very  important  branch  of  the  Hospital’s  work.  We 
thank  Mrs.  Dewe  and  the  members  of  the  Guild  for  their  valuable  support. 
The  Guild  has  supplied  the  Hospital  with  a  large  quantity  of  linen  and  other 
necessary  articles  during  the  year  and  have  saved  us  a  considerable 
expenditure. 

GENERAL. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  Hospital  and  the 
work  accomplished  has  been  most  satisfactory.  The  Institution  has  amply 
maintained  its  reputation  for  usefulness.  Indeed  we  all  now  realise  its 
necessity  and  wonder  however  Chepstow  managed  without  a  Hospital. 
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The  various  Committees  of  the  Hospital  have  met  regularly 
during  the  past  year  and  the  attendance  of  the  Members  of  each  Committee 
has  been  very  good.  The  Board  of  Governors  are  very  grateful  to  the 
Officers  and  Members  of  the  Committees  for  the  valuable  services  which 
they  have  rendered. 

The  wireless  installation  which  was  introduced  last  year  through 
the  kind  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swinney  has  proved  a  great  pleasure  to 
the  patients.  We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  small  debt 
remaining  on  this  has  been  paid  off. 

The  Committee  appeal  to  all  kind  friends  to  send  gifts  of  books, 
papers  and  periodicals — these  are  always  useful  and  are  much  appreciated 
by  the  Patients.  Gifts  of  fruit,  flowers,  vegetables,  groceries,  provisions, 
household  articles  and  other  such  things  are  at  all  times  especially  welcome. 

We  thank  the  Workmen’ s  Fund  for  their  valued  contribution 
during  the  year.  The  amount  is  smaller  than  in  previous  years,  but  having 
regard  to  the  unfortunate  period  of  unemployment  through  which  the  District 
has  passed,  the  contribution  is  really  very  satisfactory.  Apart  from  the  financial 
assistance,  we  have  received  valuable  support  from  the  Workmen  in  various 
ways,  and  their  representatives  have  been  very  regular  in  their  attendances 
on  the  Committees. 

The  result  of  last  year’s  Fete  was  indeed  very  gratifying  and 
has  reduced  our  capital  debt  considerably.  We  thank  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Clifford  Thomas  and  all  those  who  helped  us  in  this  effort  and  congratulate 
them  on  the  wonderful  success  which  crowned  their  efforts. 

Our  grateful  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Clifford 
Thomas  and  their  Committee  for  their  work  in  connection  with  the  Annual 
Hospital  Ball  which  again  proved  a  most  enjoyable  function  and  resulted 
in  a  handsome  addition  to  our  maintenance  funds. 

The  Whist  Drives  which  were  so  ably  organised  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Swinney  proved  a  greater  success  even  than  in  former  years.  We 
cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  wonderful  work  which  is  accomplished  by  this 
means.  Several  parishes  in  our  Hospital  area  hold  a  Whist  Tournament  in 
order  to  raise  funds  for  the  Institution.  This  not  only  benefits  us  financially 
but  gives  the  people  in  the  districts  an  opportunity  of  contributing  in  a  small 
way  to  the  Hospital  and  also  helps  to  create  an  interest  in  the  Hospital. 
We  extend  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Swinney  and  to  all  the  district  organisers  and 
those  who  provided  prizes  and  refreshments  our  grateful  thanks  for  their 
kind  support,  and  we  appeal  to  every  district  which  sends  patients  to  the 
Hospital  to  do  their  utmost  to  make  the  Annual  Whist  Drive  a  great 
success,  socially  and  financially. 
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In  conclusion  we  desire  to  thank  all  those  who  have  subscribed 
to  the  Hospital  either  in  money  or  by  way  of  gifts  during  the  past  year. 
We  realise  that  there  are  many  calls  in  various  ways  on  behalf  of  the 
Hospital,  but  we  hope  that  our  kind  contributors  will  bear  with  us  in  our 
efforts  to  maintain  the  Institution.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  is 
necessary  to  have  resort  to  several  methods  to  raise  money.  The  con¬ 
tributions  which  our  generous  supporters  make  are  devoted  to  the  best  form 
of  charity,  viz.?  the  healing  of  the  sick  and  the  alleviation  of  human  suffering. 


To  our  Honorary  Officers,  the  Secretary,  the  Assistant  Secretary 
and  the  Treasurer  we  are  especially  grateful.  Their  loyal  and  devoted  work 
on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  has  been  cheerfully  carried  out  in  a  most 
satisfactory  manner.  The  general  public  little  realise  what  an  amount  of 
real  hard  work  is  done  by  these  Officers  voluntarily  during  the  year.  They 
have  indeed  rendered  valuable  services  and  deserve  our  most  cordial 
thanks. 


We  trust  that  during  the  coming  year  we  shall  receive  the 
generous  support  of  everyone  in  the  Hospital  area,  and  that  the  Institution 
will  be  able  to  continue  and  extend  the  beneficial  work  which  it  has  hitherto 
carried  on  so  satisfactorily.
